WASHINGTON, July 26.-—-That 


perennial fight to save the Calaveras 
Big Trees is again’ on. Representative 


‘+ Raker has entered the lists for the 


preservation of those hoary monarchs 
'of a past era and has introduced a 
bill which the Committee on Public 
Lands will be expected to consider 
as the gravity of the occasion de- 
mands. It may be said that no one 
expects action at this extra session; 
but something may be done next 
winter. 

Judge Raker's bill is “to amend the 
act of February 18, 1909, (Thirty-fifth 
Statutes at Large, page 626,) entitled 
“An Act to create the Calveras Big 
Tree National Forest, and for other 
purposes.”’ 

The amendment is by substituting 
for language in the bill, the following 
language: “They may be given the 
right to file with the Secretary of the 
Interior, within sixty days after such 
conveyance, selections of surveyed, un- 
appropriated, non-mineral public 
lands, or of non-mineral national for- 
est lands, and if the lands so selected 
shall be found subject to selection and 
of a value substantially equal to that 
of the lands conveyed, they may be 
patented to said owners in lieu of the 
conveyed lands. Provided, however, 
that In any case where any part of 
the lands selected is national forest 
land, the approval of the Secretary of 
Agriculture shall be first secured with 
respect to such part,”—and thence the 
language of the statute is retained. 

The trouble with the existing statute 
is that it contemplated an exchange 
of an area similar to and equal in 
value to the Calaveras grove, but it 
was seemingly impossible to find sucha 
tract of land. The owner of the grove 
values it.at about $1,000,000, and he 
is always on the verge, it is said, of 
tyrning the wonderful old trees into 
lumber. 

FURTHER RESTRICTION. 

The long promised bill amendatory 
to the exclusion law, and aimed at 
the Japanese, has at length been in- 
troduced. It also is fathered by Raker, 
of Modoc county. The bill alms to ex- 
clude from admission to the United 
States “all Asiatic laborers, idiots, im- 
beciles, feeble-minded persons, and 
persons who have been insane within 
five years previous; persons who have 
had two or more attacks of insanity 
at any time previously; paupers; per- 
sons likely to become a public charge: 
professional beggars; persons afflicted 
with tuberculosis or with a loathsome 
or dangerous digease; persons not 
comprehended within any of the fore- 
gEving exciuitied classes who are found 
to be and are certified by the ex- 
aminine surgeons as betne mentaliv 
or physically defective, such mental, 


or physical defect being of a nature 


which may affect the ability of such 
alien to earn a living; persons who 
have been convicted of, or admit hav- 
ing committed a felony or other crime 
or misdemeanor involving moral turpti- 
tude; polygamists, or persons who ad- 
mit their belief in the practice of 
polygamy; anarchists, or persons who 
believe in, or advocate the overthrow 
by force or violence of the government 
ofthe Unitedorof all government, 
or all forms of law, or of the assass- 
jnation of public officials; prostitutes, 
or women, or girls coming into the 
United States for the purpose of pros- 
titution, or for any other immoral pur- 
pose; persons who are supported by, 
or receive in whole, or in part, the 
proceeds of prostitution; and many 
others including cantract laborers and 
assisted immigrants. It is provided 
that Astatic laborers Must be regis- 
tered within one year after the passage 
of the bill, or else be deported. 

THE SHEEP CENSUS. 
According to the Census Bureau, the 
sheep Industry has not shown any ma- 
terlalchange since the census of 1900. 
Excluding lambs, because of the differ- 
ence in the time of year when the 
census was taken, it is shown that 
there were 29,470,312 wool-producing 
sheep in 1910, as compared with 39.,- 
852,967 for 1900. Corrected figures are 
expected to show an actual decrease 
of about one per cent. from 1900. Tak-

Other statements showing his 
financial standing spread over twenty 
pages, and the testimony of two of 
the witnesses, who happen to be hus- 
band and wife, requires sixty-six 
pages to tell what they know of the 
case.

A FPOLAZTTE AND BIS FRIENDS. 

The Washington correspondents of the 
leading journals of the country agree in the 
prediction that President Taft will veto the 
wool schedule bill which La Follette, by a 
close coalition which he effected between the 
Democrats and the insurgent Republicans in 
the Senate, succeeded day before yesterday 
in passing. 

The bill, as it left the Senate, reduced the 
duty on raw woo! from 57.71) per cent. to 30 
per cent. and on woolen fabrics from 96.74 
per cent. to 35 per cent. It is the opinion of 
tariff experts that, if the President should 
sign the bill, it might result in closing most 
of the woolen milis in New Engiand and in 
precipitating into bankruptcy the sheep men 
in California, Arizona, New Mexico, Nevada, 
Utah, Colorado, Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, 
Oregon and Washington. 

If the President can gain his own con- 
sent to follow the example of the Democrats 
and insurgent Republicans and “play poll- 
tics” at the cost of national disaster for the 
purpose of giving to the country an object 
lesson that might result in the triumphant 
return of the Republican party to power 
next year, then the victory over President 
Taft which La Follette failed to gain in 
opposing reciprocity, but which he secured 
by the enactment of the wool schedule, 
might prove to the Democratic-insurgent-Re- 
publican combination disastrous defeat. The 
veto of the President—if he veto the bill— 
will conserve the best interests of the coun- 
try, although it may temporarily bring joy 
to those malcontent Republicans who, like 
the alleged Republican, but actual assistant 
Democrats of the Los Angeles journals 
owned by Mr. Earl, have been making a god 
of La Follette and belittling and insulting 
President Taft for the past few months. 

Earl will now have an opportunity—if the 
President vetoes La Follette’s wool sched- 
ule—to add a chapter to his repeated glorifi- 
cation. of La Follette and his progressive 
blackguarding of the President. 

Hitherto the Controller Bay order—which 
the President thoroughly explained and com- 
pletely justified in his recent message to 
Congress—has been the principal inspiration 
of Earl's diatribes against the President. On 
the 10th of July, after the falsity of the un- 
corroborated statements of Miss Abbott had 
been thoroughly established, the Express as- 
serted editorially that “Taft made the price- 
less harbor lands of Alaska the prey of the 
spoiler.” 

On July 18 the Express said that Presi- 
dent Taft had “a sorry record of servitude 
to special] privileges and private interests,” 
and that “his administration was burdened 
with disgrace.” 

On July 21 the proprietor of the Express 
said of the President: “Against progress he 
opposes reaction. Against reform hostility. 
Appeals to reason he threatens with coer- 
cion.” On July 24 the Express referred to 
the President as “witless.” It alleged that 
he was guilty of “numerous sins of omission 
and commission,” and averred that his ad- 
ministration had been “grievously defect- 
ive,” and on the 27th of July it referred to 
“Mr. Taft's questionable facility for chang 
ing his opinion on vital questions.” 

The foregoing are a few extracts selected 
at random from the editorial columns of the 
Express during the last few weeks. For 
months past Earl has been abusing and ly- 
ing about our Republican President without 
any apparent motive other than to empha- 
size his devotion to and adulation of the 
demagogue La Follette. 

That he will continue this campaign of 
slander and detraction, no matter what the 
President may do or leave undone, may be 
expected. But his assaults will be ineffect- 
ive for any purpose whatever.

The Rincon Beach Road and Old Dreams 
‘Coming True. 
“Gusty and raw was the morning, 
A fog hung over the seas, 
And its gray skirts, rolling inland 
Were torn by the mountain trees; 
No sound was heard, but the dashing 
Of waves on the sandy bar, 
When Pablo, of San Diego, 
Rode down on the Paso del Mar. 


“The pescador, out in his shallop, 
Gathering his harvest so wide, 
Sees the dim bulk of the headland 
Loom o’er the waste of the tide; 
He sees, like a white thread, the pathway 
Wind ‘round on the terrible wall, 
Where the faint, moving speck of the rider 
Seems hovering close to a fall.” 
—({Bayard Taylor. 
When he wrote those verses that rare old 
traveler, Bayard Taylor, while it may be, 
that he did not shine as a poet of the very 


prophecy. For the Paso del Mar, of which 
he sung, long before many of the present 
generation of men came on earth, was that 
point on the Rincon road where the real old 
Camino Real of the Pedres swept down from 
the wide reaches of the Carpinteria Valley 
to front the blue reaches of the Santa Bar- 
bara Channel from the face of that cliff, all 
but impassable at high tide in the old days— 
but around which now sweeps the coast line | 
of the Southern Pacific Railway. 

Bayard Taylor saw the Paso de] Mar—the 
pass of the Rincon, the coast road between 
Santa Barbara and Ventura—years after he 
had written the verse. And in his quaint 
way he congratulates himself that, in the 
verse-making, he had pictured the place so 
well. It was the only way, in those days, by 
which a man might ride from the Pueblo of 
Los Angeles to Carmel Mission and the 
northern political center of California at 
Monterey. Bayard Taylor rode over that 
road—and many men before him, makers of 
history also, had ridden over it before him, 
And many have ridden over it after him 
Thousands ride that way now, every day. 

It is likely that Cabrillo, coasting up from 
the south in his storm-beaten craft, may 
have ridden out a westerly blow under the 
lee of Rincon Point—and seen the white 
waves dash high upon the great mussel rock 
at Punta Gorda. When the good priests of 
the mission days wended their slow way 
up the coast with the bells on their mules 
jingling musically in the summer sunshine, 
so rang out to the natives the tidings of the 
Man of Peace, their way lay along the 
beach’ between the mission of San Buena- 
ventura and the Mission of Santa Barbara— 
and so by the way of the Rincon Road. It 
was no more than a mule trail then—but it 
served. 

It served the good priest, Junipero Serra, 
when he went up and down in his work. of 
laying out the path for civilization—and it 
was along this way that he was borne from 
San Buenaventura, the scene of his last la- 
bors, to die at Carmel. Then, indeed, it was 
the Camino Real of a surety. For it was 
the road of the litter of a king among men. 

All through the old days the Rincon Road 
was the only way men had to get up and 
down the coast. Fremont passed by that 
way—and before Fremont the fathers of the 
later Spanish families traveled to and fro 
between their immense estates along the 
road that skirts the beach. It was not un- 
til the early seventies, indeed, that anyone 
began to talk of a road through the Casitas 
Pass. That was a country given up to the 
coyote and the grizzly bear in the old Span- 
ish days~-a country in which the wild va- 
quero alone rode his bronco in chase of long: 
horned cattie scarcely. less wild than him. 
self. The Casitas Pass road itself was not 
built until after the separation of Ventura 
from Santa Barbara county. 

The railroad, destroyé@r of mail stages and 
of much else that is of the essence of ro- 
mance, likewise destroyed the Rincon Beach 
road for the purposes of general travel. by 
reason of the fact that the railroad right of 
way took the county road and left between 
the mountain and the sea a more narrow 
strip than ever.

It is the farm- 
ers of Ventura county who stand behind 
the Supervisors of that county in their plan 
to appropriate $50,000 to bridge the Ven- 
tura River to the end of the opening of the 
Rincon Beach road. It is the farmers of 
Ventura and Santa Barbara county who are 
subscribing largely to the fund of $50,000 re- 
quired to be raised by popular subscription 
to open the road. 

This fund must be raised by the first of 
September, and while the farmers of the 
two counties are giving to it so largely, there 
are in the proposition more interests than 
the interest of the farmers of the two coun- 
ties to be joined by the proposed road. The 
matter is of State-wide interest. It is al- 
moat of nation-wide interest. The Rincon 
Beach road, once opened, will give the short- 
est line alongshore between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. It will give a sea-level 
road, open at all seasons and always safe for 
the traveler. It will give a stretch of such 
surpassing beauty, where the mountains 
come down to the blue sea, that people wil! 
come from all parts of the world for the 
trip over it—a road that in scenic beauty
